That the deed, by whomsoever 
ne, was cool. premeditated and planned be- 
rehand, is apparent from this one circum- 
ance alone, namely, the prepured placard of 
rarning left on the body. Men, who, roused 
p the phrensy of passion by real or supposed 
itrage to wife, sister or daughter, and in 
hat state commit murder, do not yo prepared 
ith warning placards, or stop aiter the deed 
o> write and affix then). Nick of the Woods, 
he Jibbenainosay of the Western wilds, when 
he started on the war path aguinst his de- 
lared foe, and succeeded im slaying him, is 
supposed to hive left his peculiar mark on 
he dead body to strike terror to the red man. 
The Thugs of india ure suid to put their mark 
r placard on their mutdered dead, in the 
wantonness of cruelty and depravity. 
pe Carbonari of Italy, the blood-thirsty brig- 
ands and highwaymen of Europe indulge in 
wimilar pastime. Such marks, the world over, 
are the indicia of banded murderers and of 
shmaelites of the darkest yrade. Such warn- 
ngs, placards, notices, are never the result of 
a single hand; and human nature, differing as 
it dogs among individuals, yet in the mass, is 
the same in Utah us in the wilds of India, the 
phitns of Italy, and the Steppes of Russia. 

Who, then, committed this last cold-blood- 
ed, ‘predeterniined and planned murder of 
‘Nigger Tom,” «8 he is clagsically and deli- 
cately styled by the Jelegraph? We have the 
report of the Coroner's Inquest. Here it is in 
full, as we find it in the 7elegraph, not having 
beeri present at the examination:

Now, “not to put too fine a point on it,” we 
take that verdict to be novelty of its kind. 

What witnesses testified we are not informed, 
bunt we are curious to know how the jury as- 
eertained that ‘‘said Coleman was found in 
company with « white woman, at or near the 
place where he was found dead, by some rela- 
five or friend of the woman and was then and 
there” killed. If any witness swore to any- 
thing of the kind; if he was acute enough to 
know that it wax a “relative or friend of the 
white woman.” could he not at Jeast have giv- 
en some clue to the perpetrator of the deed, 
if the jurors had been of an inquiring mind? 
But in fact, is not the whole verdict founded 
entirely npon the theory suggested by the pla- 
card? We suspect so, truly, and that the only 
fact ascertained by the jury was, that Thos. 
Coleman was found with his throat cut, with 
his own bloody knife, in a retired spot, and a 
warning notice affixed to the dead body. 
Whether there was uny white woman with 
him; whether he wes killed elaewhere and 
carried to the reur of the arsenal; whether 
there was one, two or a dozen engaged in the 
bloody work of retribution, if retribution it 
were, we suspect are all matters of conjecture, 
about which anybody else can exercise their 
ion as well as the jury. 

What Coleman's misdeeds may have been, 
wo neither know nor care, and it seems trifling 
with jastice for a jary on their ouths und on 
so flimsy a foundation, to seck to throws 
cloak over such a deed.
